THE BINCHAMPTON - MYSTERY. 
Tracing the Fhelps Vanlt Robbers— 

Binghamito.n, Oct is. -Tho mystery of 
Thursday night's attempt to steal a bod\ 
from the Pholjis vault iu this city seems b 
deepen, and promises ere it ends to incliid 
some parties of high social standing. Tin 
vault was not pried open, but was opened lit 
a key. This key must have been six iitcla- 
in length and of a peculiar pattern, as onh 
two were made when tiie doors were nuinu 
factured, and theso were of a peeuliai 
and secret pattern. No impression of the lock 
coidd ever have been taken, as it was on tlx 
inside of a five-inch door of solid marble and 
this d>or had been opened only on one or two 
occasions. One of tho two keys in existence 
tvas in the hands of J. W. Chanier, the exee 
utor of the late Judge Phelps, aud the other 
iu the hands of Daniel S. Hicbards, tin- attor 
ney of William K. Bogeor, who was BcfatUUI 
the claim of 16,000 of Dr. H, 
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Here again it looks as if th 
have been done by bungling and brutal hands. 
The tablet covering the raouth of the cell in 
which the collin lay was beaten in with a heavy 
hammer or crowbar, and the costly coffin wus 
literally torn to pieces, the lid being found 
standing up against the side of the vault, 
while the shoes were pulled from the feet H 
the corpse in the endeavor to pull it from list 
recess in which it lay. 

The most astonishing thing of all is that a 
liottle of fine wine wus found under a tree a 
short distance from the tomb. This bottle 
was hid in the loaves, aud those who have it 
declare it is from tho cellar of a genUeman 
in the city. Then, too, a lock on tho outer 
gate was broke on the first visit of the parties 
to the vault, and this, on the scrotal visit, 
was replaced by a lock which Black asserts 
was bought in Binghaiutou at a storo where
